The hearing is being arranged 
in response to requests filed with 
the Highway Department after the 
department announced the tenta­ 
tive route for the bypass from 
Stone Jug Hill, just south of Twin 
bridges, to the Maryland line. It 
will pass about a mile and a half 
east of Gettysburg.

A handful of hecklers had to be 
rescued by a police car when they 
shouted ‘‘Cuba si! Yankees no!” 
at the throng which poured into 
Cathedral Square after the mass. 
Men and women pounded on the 
police car with fists and pocket- 
books as the hecklers were es­ 
corted to safety.

The fire would be started by an 
electrical device lowered into a 
well and supported by the air 
pumped through the well.

fore. seeing it go this week to 
Kennedy, eight years his junior, 
musi have been a shattering blow. 
The fact that Johnson at Ken­ 
nedy’s request, would accept the 
No. 2 spot on the ticket looks be­ 
wildering at first glance It makes 
sense when you I if' the lid on this 
strange political pot and look in­ 
side. 
Shadowy Substitute 
Johnson, as Senate leader of 
the Democrats, for years has had 
one of the most important and 
powerful jobs in the country What 
he wanted was (he most powerful 
job of all, the presidency. 
Compared with either one of 


them, the vice presidency is a 
shadowy situation, 
j A vice president traditionally 
simply presides over the Senate, 
votes only to break tie votes on 
the floor, and runs errands for 
the president. 
To Run For Senate Too 
Johnson, whose Senate term is 
up this year, 
without 
question 
could be re-elected by Texas and 
retain his Senate leadership. He 
| st ill is expec'ed to run for the 
Senate as well as the vice presi- 
jdency. 
But this happen-. to be a touchy 
.year 
in 
the 
national 
political 
;scene. 
The South, as it showed at the 
Democratic convention, was res­ 
tiv e and balky over the very lib­ 
eral civil rights 
platform plan 
'shoved down its throat by the rest 
| of the convention delegates 
Pacifies South 
There was a good chance the 
South in next Novem ber’s elec­ 
tions would be a lot less than 
wholehearted in its support of the 
Democratic ticket headed by Ken­ 
nedy. 
By getting Johnson to run with 
jhim. Kennedy went a long way 
toward pacifying the South, which 
is where Johnson had his main 
backing in his unsuccessful bid 
for the presidential nomination. 
So from a political standpoint 
it makes sense to put Johnson on 


the ticket as Kennedy's running 
mate. 
Has Gigantic Ego 
But there s a personal element 
in this. 
Washington newsmen w’ho have 
dealt with Johnson for years know 
he has a gigantic ego. This is 
precisely why Kennedy’s victory’ 
over him must have cut the Texan 
deeply. 
It would hardly seem sensible 
for a man, dressed in the tre­ 
mendous robes of power worn by 
a Senate leader, to give up that 
job for the comparatively less in­ 
fluential post of vice president. 
One Heartbeat Away 
But Johnson, who has talked 
with newsmen at 
great 
length 
about the nice thing* said of him 
over the years, could feel particu­ 
larly honored if the voters chose 
him for a job just one heartbeat 
away from the presidency. 
There is more Johnson, a tre­ 
mendous 
m anipulator 
of 
men, 
could use the vice presidency in 
a way not attempted by others 
who have held that job. He could 
try to hold the reins of power in 
the Senate even though someone 
else succeeded 
to 
his 
present 
title as Democratic leader 
That’s one point. .As vice presi­ 
dent he would not only sit in the 
president's Cabinet but also be a 
member of the National Security 
Council, the most influential and 


powerful single group in the ex­ 
ecutive branch of the government. 
Thus Johnson, as vice president, 
could be a powerhouse in both 
the 
legislative 
a n d 
executive 
branches of the government to a 
degree never before attempted, 
even by Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon. 
Two-Edged Appeal 
Knowing Johnson, it seems cor­ 
rect to say that while he has been 
denied a chance at the most pow­ 
erful single position in the coun­ 
try, the presidency, he would use 
the vice presidency in such a way 
that he would be indisputably the 
.second most powerful man. 
There is one other consideration 
in all this. A Kennedy-Johnson 
ticket will have a two-edged ap­ 
peal to voters next November 
Liberals and intellectuals, labor 
and Negroes, will be able to sup­ 
port a ticket headed by Kennedy. 
Conservatives can feel that the 
conservative 
J o h n s o n , 
even 
though he has a fairly liberal rec­ 
ord himself, will be a restraining 
force within the government if the 
Democrats win. 
Add all the pieces together, and 
its'q u ick ly understandable why 
Kennedy asked Johnson to be his 
running mate, why Johnson so 
quickly accepted, and why the 
convention so quickly approved
